I would have liked to 
have said a “huge 
Step” or even “a giant 
leap forward” to parrot 
the hyperbole of our 
age. 

However, such ex- 
aggeration would not be 
correct. 

The ABC, which 
probably plays the most 
significant role in pro- 
pelling the winds of 
change now sweeping 
our code, is canny and 
cautious.

Those were the words 
of ABC boss David Hill 
in answer to my ques- 
tion as to the amount of 
importance and commit- 
ment he gave to the new 
ABC-Australian Soccer 
five-year tie-up.

STORY OF THE GAME 


THE inaugural Aus- 
tralian Schoolgirls 
Soccer tour of Hong 
Kong, Guangzhou, 
China was an out- 
standing success. 

The team played a 
total of six games with 
give wins (including one 
five-a-side) and one draw 
to their credit. 

The Hong Kong stage 
of the tour started badly 
with the cancellation of 
the first game due to 
rain. 

This setback was 
overcome by organising 
a second game against 
the Caroline Football 
club. 

Hong Kong has only 
got two women’s clubs 
‘so we were grateful for 
their cooperation. 

The first game in 
Hong Kong vs Caroline 
Football club resulted in 
a very strong team effort 
with the result being 3-0. 

The style of play was 
certainly also rougher to 
what we were accus- 
tomed to, and was a sig- 
nificant pattern in all 
games in Hong Kong 
and Guangzhou. 

The Hong Kong Foot- 
ball Association entered 
the Australian school- 
girls in an exhibition 5-a- 
side tournament — 5 mi- 
nutes each way. We won 
this brief encounter 2-1 
and used this opportun- 
ity to organise a second 
game against Caroline 
Football Club, the 
following day. 


This game was played 
under lights at the 
Jubilee Sports Centre on 
an artificial grass sur- 
face. We certainly found 
this to be a rather torrid 
encounter, eventually 
winning 2-0. 

The games in 
Guangzhou were antici- 
pated to be hard and 
physical, and they cer- 
tainly were. 

On Wednesday 28th 
January, 80 kms north 
east of Guangzhou, at 
Chonghua, we had a 
crowd of some 3,000 
people in attendance. 

Initially we led 2-0 
after about a quarter of 
the game had been play- 
ed, but this did not last 
as the Guaghzhou 
schoolgirls stormed back 
with two quick goals. 

However, we man- 
aged to slot in a goal 
before half-time. 

In the second half we 
consolidated our posi- 
tion and scored two 
more goals, from Denie 
Pentecost and Kristine 
James. 

On Thursday 19th 

January we met the 
Guangzhou open 
women’s team, who in- 
cidentally returned to 
work after their game on 
bicycles. 
The first half was 
hard-fought and the 
team found itself under 
lots of pressure. 

In fact, we trailed 2-0 
at halftime. The second 
half was easily the best 
display of football we 


produced on the whole 
trip. 

Constant pressure saw 
us equalise and we really 
had plenty of other 
opportunities to take the 
game. This was not 
meant to be and a draw 
was the final outcome. 

The final game at 
Guangzhou Workers’ 
Stadium amidst the 
smells of a local brewery 
was against the 
Guangzhou schoolgirls 
again. 


The game wasn't of 
the high standard of the 
previous day and once 
again we scored twice 
before the Chinese girls 
netted and we finished 
off the game with a third 
goal from Katrina Boyd. 

The team certainly 
looked weary and it was 
with some relief and 
plenty of satisfaction 
that we ended the tour 
undefeated. 


The Australian 
schoolgirls were great 
ambassadors for their 
country and at no stage 
were the touring offi- 
cials disappointed with 
onfield attitudes. Weird 
decisions against us 
were accepted and no 
cards were issued at all. 

On behalf of the offi- 
cials, I would like to 
thank this very talented 
team for a rewarding 
and enjoyable tour.

ONE of West Ger- 
many’s most 
famous clubs, Ein- 
tracht Frankfurt, 
founded in 1899 and 
inaugural members 
of the Bundesliga in 
1963, are 
threatened with re- 
legation. 


Since the start of the 
season the team mana- 


ger, the general mana- 
ger and the entire board 
of directors, including 


the president, have 
either been sacked or 
resigned. 

Bad management and 
some disastrous dealings 
in the transfer market 
have largely contributed 
to Eintracht's poor start 
to the championship 
campaign. 


Last season Eintracht 
won the Cup for the 
fourth time and now, 
thanks to lucky draws 
against modest Swiss 
and Turkish opposition, 
they have reached the 
quarter finals of the 
European Cup-Winners’ 
Cup. 


But in the league, the 
signs are not good and 
unless there is some 
marked improvement 
from a demoralised 
team, Eintracht may 
well find themselves dis- 
patched to the Second 
Division. 

And that would be a 
tragedy for a famous 
club well known for 
their stirring European 
battles. 

The present crisis was 
precipitated a week be- 
fore the start of the sea- 
son when star midfielder 
and Hungarian in- 
ternational Lajos Detari 
was surprisingly sold to 
Greek champions Olym- 
piakos for $10 million. 

He cost Eintracht a 
“mere” $2 million a year 
earlier, to be spread 
over four years. 

Detari’s departure left 
a void which the newly 
acquired Dick Bakalorz 
(ex-Borussia Moncheng- 
ladbach) and Peter Hob- 
day (ex-Hanover) could 
not adequately fill.
